Enirors News-Herarp (—My subscrip-
tion for your paper has expired and you
will ind money enclosed for which
please renew, 1Itis hard to do without
your paper. Regularly 1 get the news
from Marshall and Turkey and hear
hw things are prospering in Highland,

Latty is situated in Paulding county,
three miles south of the county-seat,
and at the junction of the New York
Central and Bt. Louis C. V. J. railways.
The town has heen buHt within four
years, and has a population of 400. We
have three stores, three saloons, one
restaurant, two hotels, and one stave
factory, employing seventy hands. The
latter produces about fifty cords of
staves per day, and the staves are
shipped to all parts of the United
Btates.

Our postmistress is8 Mrs. Pittenger, a
soldier's widow.
